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Claims 4 and 15-17 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
following changes should be made for clarity, and not to change the claim scope. Claim 
4, line 5, - and transmitting current - should be inserted before the semicolon. Claim 
15, line 5, - having the male receptor plugs - should be inserted after "end". Claim 16, 
line 5, - having the female receptacle holes - should be inserted after "end". Claim 17, 
line 9, -- female - should be inserted before "receptor". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Muhlenkamp 2005/0022338 in view of Neroni et al 4473923. 

Muhlenkamp substantially discloses the claimed invention, including female 
connection end16 with contacts 44,46, and male connection end 14 with contacts 34,36. 
Muhlenkamp, however, does not disclose the contacts as being female and male, 
respectively. Neroni et al discloses vacuum cleaner hose connections utilizing female 
receptor holes 53 and male receptor plugs 50, and to provide Muhlenkamp with same 
thus would have been obvious, to facilitate the electrical connection between hoses. 

Claims 4-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record, particularly the applied art, discloses or teaches a vacuum cleaner 
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hose connection system with female receptor holes and male receptor plugs, wherein 
connector is made therebetween by rotating either the female or male connection end 
about the longitudinal axis thereof.
